COR O FAIRS. 

The Belfast Corporation has adopted 
the preliminary figures of the estimates for 
the coming year. The outstanding amount 
in the estimate and demand is £205,000 
from the Belfast Guardians for poor weer 
under the Exceptional Distress Act. 
year ago the amount under this heading 
was £20,000. The figure has been in- 
creased largely by the inerease in the 
amounts now given to the unemployed 
who have exhausted their ordinary un 
employed benefit and transitional benefit. 
Following the riots in the city a few 
months ago the Northern Government and 
the Guardians agreed to give relief upon 
a more generous scale. The bill will have 
to be met now by the ratepayers in an 
inerease in the city rates for the coming 
year. There is no indication yet as to the 
amount of the increase, but the Finance 
Committee, by obtaining contributions 
from the various Corporation trading 
departments, such as the tramways, gas 
and electricity, is endeavouring to make 
the increase as little as possible. The 
Corporation is borrowing £284,706 for the 
purpose of carrying out special works for 
the relief of distress in the city. A sum 
of £24,000 is to be expended upon the 
erection of a new junior school and about 
£8,000 in reconditioning old schools. 


A CHAIRMANSHIIP. 


The action of the Blind Persons Act 
Committee of the Belfast Corporation in 
deposing Councillor McMahon, a Nation- 
alist member, from the chairmanship of 
the Committee, is one of those petty and 
useless acts for which the Corporation is 
becoming notorious, and which tends to 
create ill-will among the two main 
sections of the community. Although the 
Nationalist members left the Corporation 
meeting in a body as a protest, it is to 
be hoped that they will reconsider this 
decision, and continue to render good 
service to the ratepayers and their con- 
stituents.

THE MOTOR RACE. 


There are hopes that the Ulster Tourist 
Trophy Motor Car’ Race over the Ards 
Course will become a permanent fixture 
for Belfast in consequence of a new agree- 
ment between the Royal Automobile Club 
and the committee in charge in Belfast. 
It has been agreed that a permanent grand 
stand will be erected by the local race 
committee on the Ards Course at the 
starting point and opposite the refilling 
pits, where most of the excitement of the 
race takes place. The stand will be rented 
by the R.A.C. for the race. It also is 
understood that the local committee will 
raise the same guarantee fund as last 
year and also sell badges for the race. 
There was a proposal that the race might 
be transferred either to the Isle of Man 
or to Bournemouth, which is seeking 
parliamentary powers to run a motor car 
race on a circular course near the sea 
front. But, in view of the large amount 
of voluntary help provided for the race 
in . Belfast, including road stewards, 
doctors, nurses and ambulance arrange- 
ments, and the services of the police and 
also the County Council’s expenditure in 
preparing the road for the race, the 
R.A.C. feel that the facilities are much 
better than could be provided elsewhere, 
and it is unlikely that the race will be 
transferred to any other centre. The race 
will take place this year on September 2nd, 
instead of in August, as in former years. 
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PEOPLE OF TO-DAY | 
AND RELIGION. 
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LORD DAWSON OF PENN’S 


VIEWS. 
——@—— 


The view that people to-day, judged by 
the Christian virtues, hold their own 
with preceding generations, was expres 
by Lord Dawson of Penn yesterday aftor 
his installation at Liverpool Cathedral as 
a member of the Cathedral College of 
Counsel, representing the work of medical 
men. 

“ Tt cannot be justly said that the 

ple of to-day are not religious,’’ said 
ord ‘Dawson, ‘‘ notwithstanding their 
aloofness from observance. , 

‘Though scant of form and expression, 
surely there is godliness. J ms by the 
Christian virtues, assessed by the Sermon 
on the Mount, they hold their own with 
preceding generations of stricter belief and 
narrower tolerance. It is values which 
are altering. It may be that they are 
feeling their way back to the Gospels with 
their universal appeal and absence of set 
forms. 

“Ts it not a fact that this large body 
of religious feeling exists, and is half 
consciously searching for expression and 
shelter ? 

“Ts it not in the, power of the Church 
of England with its tradition of com- 
prehensiveness, to enfold it?” 

Referring to the relations between re 
ligion and science from the outlook of 
Protestantism, Lord Dawson said religion 
belonged to an inner world ; science to the 
outer world of the senses and the intellect. 

‘Look in what direction you will,” he 
continued, ‘‘there is the unrest belonging 
to rapid change. The growth of mechani. 
cal invention and the changes in industay, 
concentrate attention on material civilisa- 
tion. The advances of science are so ¢x- 
tending that they disturb established 
habits of thought, and bring perplexity to 
the mind of man. : : 

‘©Comprehensiveness, is a soil favour- 
able to progressive thought and should 

revent unconsidered rejection of new 
ideas and methods of living which need 
guidance rather than rebuke. The essence 
of life is movement. ie: 

“ Tn the realms of thought materialism 
does not hold sway. On the other hand, 
in the realm of dogmatic belief there are 
noteworthy changes and also in the habits 
of observance and worship. 

“ For a large and increasing body of | 
Protestant people, dogma has less appeal, 
it fails to stir, and some of it even 
estranges. Religion is for them more 
rooted in experience and less in belief. 

“Ts there not as a result such a 
disparity between traditional forms of 
expression and actual convictions, as to 
either jar or numb sensibility. Attenuated 
belief cannot activate the spiritual life.” 

Lord Dawson added that the medical 
profession had a wider range than 
perhaps any other calling. Its knowledge 
was based on natural history and in 
increasing measure on exact science. Its 

ractice required that knowledge, and 
urther, the application of that knowledge 
to the individual man—his make-up and 
circumstance, 

In their need. for ideals of service 
medical men's work had contact with 
religion—not in its beliefs, but in its care 
for the individual soul and the way of 
living. 

The disciples of medicine were concerned 
with two parallel but different kinds of 
knowledge. Between those varieties there 
should be contact and tolerance but not 
compromise. 

To the profession of medicine belonged 
the narrow road of knowledge, wisdom 
and understanding. The magical and 
Miraculous were the broad road which 
leadeth to destruction. i

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW. 
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LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 

Taken all round there have been few 
features of interest to note in the provision 
trade in this centre during the past week ; 
demand generally has been on quiet consump- 
tive lines, and, with one or two exceptions, 
values have remained steady. The Danish 
official quotation for butter has been wired 
17 kroner higher, and *‘ top” now stands at 
188 kroner per 100 kilos; at the ee na 
ing period of last year the figure was cis 
kroner, and in 1931 254 kroner. This some- 
what sharp advance was made to counter 
balance the weakness in Danish exchange 
rates, as prices for all Continental makes are 
actually 3/- lower in this centre as compared 
with the previous week. Colonials al7o 
showed a decline in sympathy,-and are ¢x- 
cellent value at present attractive prices. 
There is comparatively little new to report 
in bacon. The market closes steady for all 
cures, and available supphes have been 
fairly well cleared. Irisk shows an aóé- 
vance of 2s. per cwt, in the North, but at 
the weekly meeting of the Manchester Bacou 
Committee it was decided to make no officis] 
alteration in the price of Danish, Swedist-, 
Dutch or Polish. The firm feeling note] 
In eggs last week-end has not been mair- 
tained. The uncertain state of the.weather 
during the past’ few days has caused buyera 
to hold-off to a certain extent, and operats 
tor immediate requirements only, and prices 
for all descriptions showed an easier ten- 
dency tewards the close of the week. Ac. 
cording to official returns, arrivals of mea‘ 
during 1932, which totalled 1,666,000 tons 
was slightly lower than the previous year, all 
the principul descriptions, except bacon 
sharing in the reduction. Imports of chilled 
veef fell on the year by 24,000 tons to 440,000 
tons, which was eight per cent, helow 
average. The Argentine supplies 39,000 
tons in 1932, as compared with 396,000 
tons a year earlier; while the remainder of 
Brazil sent 24,000 and Uruguay 25,000, re- 
ductions of 6,000 and 14,000 tons respectively. 
All the principal sources, except New 
Zealand, sent smaller quantities of frozen 
beef than in 1931. Australia sent 48,000 
tons (decrease 9,000 tons), the Argentine 
32,800 tons (decrease 100 tons), and Uruguay 
19,000 tons (decrease 2,000 tons); but sup- 
plies from New Zealand increased from 
19,000 tons to 29.000 _ tons. As regards 
frozen mutton and lamb, New Zealand re- 
mained the principal source of supply, with 
196,000 tons, or 235,000 tons more than a 
year earlier; but reductions occurred in re- 
e@ipts from Australia, the Argentine and 
Timaguay. Imports of fresh pork, all from 
tVe Irish Free State, were over 30 per. cent 
less ‘than a year earlier. 

At the Manchester Cattle Market on Tues- 
day some falling-off was reported in the 
number of tat cattle penned, including 
Irish, and dairy cows alse showed a smal! 
decrease. Sheep and lamb were available in 
larger numbers, notwithstanding an entire 
absence of Irish: Fat. cattle.were in steady 
demand, and values ruled firm. A good 
trade was also experienced for sheep and 
lambs, and prices were well maintained. - At

The death of Lord Wavertree reminds 
me that the Tully Stud, which lies in the 
heart of Kildare, is one of the few places 
in the Free State that are still British 
territory. In 1915 he presented it to the 
British Government, and their property it 
still remains. Unlike the Royal Hospital 
at Kilmainham, there is no question of its 
being handed over to the Free State. 
Apart from the Stud, Tully contains the 
most remarkable garden in Ireland. It is 
known as the Japanese Garden, and people 
have travelled from all over the country 
to see it.

Meteors in February. 


Fireballs occasionally make their 
appearance in February ; favourable dates 
for these phenomena are the 6th, 8th and 
13th.

The plays to be presented this year, par- 
ticularly in the senior class, are more 
interesting than those of former years, and 
include plays by Somerset Maugham, A. A. 
Milne, E. M. Delafield, Bernard Shaw, and 

Nearly all the societies which 
competed last year are me yr represented, 
although it is to be regretted that the Belfast 
Jewish Dramatic Society, who always put 
up a fine performance, and were first in the 
long play class last year, are not competing.

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—in gold or by the export of goods and 
services. Britain has not sufficient gold 
to meet the half-yearly instalments, and 
the United States, by means of the Smoot- 
Hawley tariffs, has prevented payment by 
the other method. Clearly, therefore, no 
further payments will be possible unless 
some sensible arrangement is made 
between London and Washington. There 
is not enough gold in the world to pay the 
full amount. of Europe’s debt. Hitherto 
Britain has met her obligations punctu- 
ally; but, especially in view of the atti- 
tude adopted by other debtors, the time 
has come when the entire situation must 
be reviewed. 

To the average European the War debt 
problem is a very simple matter; the 
American sees it in an entirely different 
light. In the first place, the great mass 
of American citizens is utterly ignorant 
of international economics. The depres- 
sion has wrought great havoc in the 
United States. An enormous number of 
fortunes has been lost; some 12,000,000 
persons are out of work, and the wonder- 
ful prosperity of the Coolidge Administra- 
tion has been followed by much real 
distress. In these circumstances one 
hardly can blame the American taxpayer, 
who is not a chose student of world affairs, 
if he regards with suspicion any attempt 
by his foreign debtors to escape payment 
of obligations which, in his eyes, are 
commercial debts, just as much as his own 
debt to his landlord or his tailor. ‘‘ Did 
they not hire the money?’’ asked the late 
President’ Coolidge on one famous occa- 
sion; and this question epitomises the 
attitude of nine out of every ten Americans 
at the moment. Bond-holders argue that 
if Europe does not pay, the burden of debt 
service will fall upon the United States 
Treasury, and hence on the general tax- 
payer. They appreciate the efforts that 
have been made by Great, Britain to keep 
her word; but, although they sympathise 
with her, they aré not inéliried fo penalise 
themselves for her sake. Britain and the 
United States really are at cross purposes. 
His Majesty’s Government would be 
willing to pay, but it simply has not the 
necessary funds upon which to draw. 
Washington holds that the question of 
ways and means has nothing to do with the 
United States—that is Britain 's business. 
In the meanwhile the trade between the 
two nations which is essential to both of 
them has languished sadly. 

Manifestly, an arrangement of 
kind must be made in the near future. 
Britain, very justly, claims that she can 
pay nothing at all unless the Government 
of the United States is prepared to make 
some modification in the existing systein 
of tariffs. If she is enabled to export a 
certain quantity, of goods to American 
ports she can meet at least some portion 
of her commitments, The tariff system, 
however, has become almost a fetish in the 
American mind, and, if it is modified at 
all, very strict conditions will be imposed. 
One of the conditions which are being 
canvassed widely in the United States 1s 
the return of Great Britain to a gold 
staridard. Opinion has been hardening 
since Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s speech at 
Leeds, and there is a general demand 
that ho concessions shall be made to 
Britain until His Majesty’s Government 
agrees to stabilise its currency. No Britisn 
statesman at present would dare to 
advocate a return to the gold standard. 
The export trade, such as it is, depends 
very largely on the fact that sterlir : is at 
a discount on certain foreign exchanges. 
and to throw away this advantage, even 
for the sake of the United States, would 
be very foolish. Something, however, must 
be done. Neither Britain nor the United 
States can hope to persist in a policy of 
no compromise in a matter which affects 
them both so deeply, and-it is essential that 
no time shall be lost in the conclusion of a 
satisfactory agreement. We hope sincerely 
that Sir Ronald Lindsay’s visit to London 
will have fruitful results. The shadow t 
the War debts is hanging over every 
enterprise, and no real progress will be 
possible until it disappears.

The British Legion. 

The annual Area Conference of the 
British Legion in the Free State was held 
in Dublin on Saturday, and on the same 
evening the Metropolitan Branch held its 
annual dinner. Irish ex-Service men 
throughout the world will rejoice to learn 
that, although last year was probably the 
most difficult in the history of the Legion 
in Ireland, the organisation continues to 
flourish, and, in spite of widespread un- 
employment and other handicaps, there 
still are 118 registered branches in the 
Free State area. It is difficult to realise 
that more than eighteen years have passed 
since the call to arms in August, 1914. 
The War, and all that it meant, still seem 
fresh in the minds of those who went 
through it ; and, although a new generation 
has grown up since those fateful days, 
the work of the British Legion has not 
flagged. The Legion has no politics. Its 
members have their rights as citizens ; 
but the organisation has been able 
to hold itself aloof from all the political 
wrangles of the last fourteen years in 
Ireland,. and, consequently, has earned 
the respect of all parties. According to 
the annual report, work was found during 
the year for 744 ex-Service men and their 
dependents. The men who fought in the 
War are growing old. Every year sees a 
diminution in their number, and the boys 
who went to battle so gaily eighteen years 
ago now are middle-aged men. In. no 
part of the British Dominions have the 
a trying ex- 
perience as in the Irish Free State; yet 
they are “ carrying-on’’ bravely in the 
old tradition, and will “ carry-on ” until 
the end. They constitute an important 
factor in the life of the community. As 
Mr. H. M. Dockrell, T.D., remarked in his 
speech on Saturday night, the ex-Service 
men cannot be left out of account in the 
moulding of the nation’s destinies. 
“They must. take their place in the 
national economy ; and if they did not take 
their place, the country would be the 
poorer for loss of their serviees.

Question: ‘Has there been any im- 
provement in the treatment of horses and 
method of slaughier in Belgium since 
April, 193?" á 

Answer (dated 16th December, 1952) ; 
‘The answer to your question is definitely 
‘No.’ The conditions seen by our investi- 
gators at the end of last July were as 
bad os ever. They visited all the prin- 
cipal markets, docks and slaughterhouses 
and found no improvement, It. is still 
legal to use the pole-axe and hammer in 
Belgium, and we have been informed 
that in certain places horses are knifed. 
This is, of course, illegal. Even in towns 
where there is a municipal abattoir horses 
may be, and generally are, killed in pri- 
vate slaughterhouses or sausage factories 
outside the city boundaries.’’ 

Again. the Department of Agriculture here 


under which animals are exported is the 
Transit of Horses, Asses and Mules Order of 
1913, under which it is only necessary that 
horses be capable of being ‘‘ carried without 
unnecessary suffering ”’ whereas the Ex- 
portation of Horses Act, 1914, which did not 
apply to Ireland, still governs the exports 
from England, and it states that the horses 
shipped must be ‘‘capable of being worked 
without snffering.’’ Hence the law in this 
country is quite different from the law In 
England, although to the great credit of the 
Department of Agriculture be it said that 
between 1925 and 1927 they tightened up 
their insvection considerably, so far as the 
law allowed; and, thoagh they still maintain 
a high standard, they inform us that no 
change in the law has taken place since. 

The .investigator of the Society for the 
Prevention of Old Horse Export (which was 
founded in April, 1930, and wound up in 
May, 1932), who went to Belgium, states in 
his report, which 1s dated 7th October, 
1931 :— 

(1) That his investigations lasted less than 
one week—viz., from 21st September, 1931, 
to 26th September, 1931 (pages ó and 11), 
and that he was unable to speak Flemish 
(page 15). 

(2) He only visited Antwerp, Ghent and 
Brussels, and apparently saw none of the 
country districts, except in a motor drive 
from Brussels to the Field of Waterloo (page 
8). He missed the slaughtering of horses in 
Ghent by an hour or two, ani apparently 
saw no horses slaughtered in Antwerp. 

(3) Concerning Brussels, he states (page 
10) that “' Ponies may be killed with the 
pole-axe. | saw one killed in this way, 
hope [ may never see another. The pony 
received three blows on the head, One 
feature at the abbatoirs which surprised me 
very much was the unconcern showed by 
horses awaiting their turn to be slaughtered, 
They saw the skins, the heaps of disem- 
bowelled offal, and blood often running 
freely.”’ - 

The object of this letter is two-fold. 
Firstly, it is to warn humane horse-owners 
that they should sell their old or unfit 
horses direct to a knacker, and be careful to 
obtain from him a receipt that the animal 
has been delivered to him. Otherwise such 
horses are likely to be shipped to Belgitam. 
A knacker is compelled by law to slaughter 
in a humane manner, within two days, all 
animals delivered to him. Secondly, it is 
written in order that the Government, 
through a correct knowledge of the cruelties 
inseparable from this trade, may not be 
deceived by misleading information, but may 
accede to our request that the law governing 
the export of horses should be made 
identical with the law in England on the 
point.— Yours, etc.,

Trade with Argentina. 


When the official visit of Dr. Julio 
Rocca, the Argentine representative, comes 
to a close, the entire delegation will remain 
at the Carlton Hotel, but the State rooms 
will be turned into offices, and the ques- 
tion of trade between Great Britain and 
Argentina will be examined and discussed 
thoroughly by representatives of both 
countries. The question is a very large 
one. There is £500,000,000 of FPritish 
capital invested in Argentina, most of 
which yields no profit at present, while we 
buy meat to the value of eighteen millions 
sterling every year. Yet the Argentine 
trade with this country is most disappoint- 
ing; the United States scores heavily in 
all directions with w.anufactured goods. 
Lord D’Abernon headed a British trade 
mission to the Argentine in 1929, when it 
was understood that good results might be 
expected; but nothing happened. The 
British Empire Exhibition at Buenos 
Ayres, opened by the Prince of Wales, was 
a success, but it was followed immediatel\ 
by the acute financial depression, and its 
good effect was spoiled. 


British Trains. 


For many years during the Victorian 
era this country owed a considerable pro- 
portion of its industrial activity to the 
manufacture of locomotives and other rail- 
way equipment for foreign countries. In 
most parts of the world trains were hauled 
on British rails by British engines, but 
towards the end of last century other 
countries took up the manufacture of 
these goods, and in more recent years 
British exports of this description have 
continued to decline. There is now a pros- 
pect, of a revival in this industry, due to 
the introduction of oil eleetric railway 
traction in place of steam-drawn trains. 
During the past few days a service of 
British oil electric trains has heen 1n- 
augurated in India, and it became known 
in London yesterday that a similar train 
had been ordered for Brazil.

STRIKERS SUGGEST ITS 
WITHDRAWAL. 


From Our INDUSTRIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Addressing a meeting of members of the 
National Union of Railwaymen in Dublin 
yesterday, Mr. P. Timmins stated that 
arrangements were being made for the 
immediate payment of strike pay. He 
touched on the use of armoured cars to 
protect private "bus services, and also on 
the use of military lerries for the con- 
veyance of passengers. . 

Dealing with the latter subject, he stated 
that the Government was prepared to 
withdraw this form of transport if the 
strike committee and the unions were 
prepared to agree to certain alternative 
proposals which would be put before them 
later. : 

Last night a meeting of the joint strike 
committee. of the National Union of 
Railwaymen and the Associated Society 
of Locomotive Engineers and Firemen 
was held at 33 Parnell square, Dublin, 
when the following resolution was car- 
ried unanimously :— 

“ That this committee hereby decide to 
make the necessary representations to the 
trade union officials to request the 
Minister for Defence to withdraw the 
armoured cars now used for the protection 
of "buses, and suggest that should it be 
deemed necessary to provide protection, 
such protection should be provided by the 
civic police. ee 

‘Further, we agree to do all in our 
power to prevent. any hostile act towards 
any ‘buses working with or without pro- 
tection. Also, we will convey our desire 
to all dépéts along the routes on which 
these ‘buses travel.”

WEALTHY AMERICAN 
LOSES. HIS LIFE. 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

QUEENSTOWN, Sunday. 


| BOATING accident occurred near 
Queenstown to-day, resulting in the 
drowning of Mr. Ralph Crimmins, a 


north-east corner of Great Island, about 
five miles out from Queenstown. 

Mr. Crimmins, who was an ardent 
yachtsman and owner of a thirty-ton 
auxiliary schooner, in which he has made 


boat ‘with the intention of visiting his 
friend, Mr. R. R. Patterson, the American 
Vice-Consul, who resides in a neighbour- 
ing estate about three miles’ distant, 


BAD WEATHER. 


The boat carried a small lug sail, and 
Mr. Crimmins, who was unaccompanied, 
had completed about two-thirds of the 
distance when the accident occurred, 
Coming into Harty’s Island against a 
strong and squally wind from west-south- 
west and rough seas, he tacked to the 
opposite shore to complete the last leg 
of the journey. When about one hundred 
yards out from the Belgrove side of the 
river he again went about, and his frail 
craft, being struck by a heavy squall, 
heeled over and capsized. This was at 
about a quarter-past twelve. 

Farmers in adjacent fields saw Mr. 
Crimmins struggle up and get astride of 
the upturned boat, apparently wuncon- 
cerned, as his boat was being carried 
down-stream and at the same time in- 
shore. 

Having drifted for about half: a mile, 
the boat’s sail apparently stuck in the 
mud, and Mr. Crimmins was thrown into 
the water, but after some time again 
managed to get on to the boat and shouted 
for help. A farmer had despatched his 
two sons in the meantime, one to Mr. 
Patterson, the owner of a speed 
about one-mile away, and another to the 
ferry men, also about a mile distant in 
the opposite direction. Unfortunately, 
Mr. Patterson was unable to start his 
boat, and, it is understood, had no oars 
aboard to row to Mr, Crimmins’s assist- 
ance. 

In the meantime the boat again got free 
of the mud and drifted out into mid- 
stream, and it is believed that Mr. 
Crimmins, who was a poor swimmer, was 
unable to maintain his hold,. and finally 
was forced. to let go, and disappeared, 


BODY FOUND. 


A ferry-boat, and also a yachtsman in 
another small boat, put out on hearing of 
the accident, but on reaching the upturned 
boat could find no trace of Mr. Crimmins. 

Civie Guards at Queenstown were 
acquainted of the occurrence, and left in 
a motor boat, accompanied by a number of 
Queenstown fishermen in yawls, with 
grappling irons, but the body was not 
found until the tide had ebbed. 

A motor boat. from the British destroyer 
Ambuscade, on which Mr. Crimmins had 
many friends, is also helping in the 
search, which still continues. 

Mr. Crimmins, who leaves a widow and 
four small children to mourn his loss, is a 
native.of Boston, Massachusetts, 


THE ONLY WITNESS. 


Mr.. Patterson described to-night how 
his wife saw his best friend drowned while 
he and fishermen in two boats were 
rowing desperately to the rescue. “She 
shrieked with horror as she saw him fall 
from the boat while we were still a 
hundred yards away,’’ Mr. Patterson said. 
“ The rough water hid Mr. Crimmins from 
us. When the fishermen’s boat reached 
the spot the men found he had disap- 
peared. I arrived a few seconds later, 
and there was*nothing to be seen but the 
upturned boat. My wife was the only one 
who saw the accident. 

“The accident happened inside the 
harbour. Every one of the fishing craft 
round here joined in the search for Mr. 
Crimmins’s body, and nets were put across 
the harbour entrance. Eventually his 
body was caught in dne of the nets at the 


ebb of the tide.”’ 
DASH TO THE SCENE, 


Mr. Patterson explained that the 
weather was rough at the time of the 
accident, ‘‘ Men brought the news to me 
and I. dashed to my motor boat, but it 
would not start. I set out to row to the 
capsized boat, which by then was drifting 
inshore.’’ 

‘* Meanwhile the fisherfolk had also been 
called and a party of them set out. 
Mr. Crimmins had climbed on to the 
bottom of the boat and appeared quite 
all right. He was even waving an oar

WIDOW A DUBLIN LADY, 


Mr. Patterson said that his friend 
married in 1921. Miss Ethel Chance, the 
daughter of the late Sir Arthur Chance, 
a distinguished Dublin surgeon. The 
young couple met at Oxford, where they 
were studying. Mr. Crimmins’s father 
is a wealthy woollen merchant of Boston, 
Mass. 


BURNED TO DEATH 
NEAR PORTADOWN. 


CAR COLLISION WITH 
TELEGRAPH POLE.

i Bg spectacle of a naval commander 
eg | out in a Government vessel 
to pursue his own ship was witnessed in 
the Dutch East Indies to-day, following a 
mutiny on board the Dutch battleship, De 
Zeven Provincien (The Seven Provinces). 
The battleship suddenly steamed out of 
the harbour of Oleleh (Sumatra) while 
the commander and part of the personnel 
were ashore. The native crew had 
apparently mutinied, seized control of the 
ship, and, with nine officers aboard, put 
to sea. The commander of the De Zeven 

Provincien at once set off in pursuit. 
The Commander-in-Chief of the East 
Indies Station of the Netherlands Navy, 
in a telegram to the Ministry of Defence 
at The Hague; declares that his squadron, 
which had been mancuvring south of the 
Celebes, is now steaming for the spot where 
the mutiny on De Zeyen Provincien took 


place. 
STOLEN RIFLES. 


According to the latest despatch, the 
officers and petty officers on board were 
overpowered by native sailors armed with 
rifles. 

The telegram says :—The mutiny appears 
to have been engineered by native sailors, 
who seized control after having provided 
themselves with rifles and ammunition 
from the store kept in chests on deck for 
use in the event of the ship having to be 
suddenly evacuated in an emergency. The 
officers and petty officers on board were 
overpowered. 

An official announcement on the seizure 
of the battleship says that one of the 
officers on board rowed to the Government 
steamer, Aldebaran, .and was. thence 
brought ashore, where he apprised the 
commander of the battleship of the fact 
that nine other officers had been taken 
prisoner by the men with fixed bayonets. 

The commander, who took up the pur- 
suit on boarc the Aldebaran, is accom- 
panied by the military commander of 
Acheen, ten naval officers, and a number 


of petty officers. 


CHASE GOES ON. 


De Zeven Provincien has wirelessed that 
she is making for Sourabaya, the nayal 
port situated on the northern coast of 
Java. At 8 o'clock this evening the 
steamer Aldebaran, which is following her 
along the west coast of Sumatra, was west 
of Melabu. ' 

De Zeven Provincien is one of the 
largest vessels in the Royal Netherlands 
Navy. She was built in 1909 at Amster- 
dam. Her complement is between four 
hundred ‘and four hundred and fifty. Her 
heaviest guns are two 11-inch. 

Last Monday there was a. brief. mutiny 
on board a Dutch cruiser and ‘wo 
destroyer at Sourabaya, when the Euro- 
pean crews for a time refused to obey 
orders as a protest against recent pa; cuts 
in the Fleet. On Friday there was a more 
serious affair, when the native ratings on 
the warships in the harbour and naval 
establishments at Sourabaya refused to 
attend morning parade. Four hundred 
and twenty-five of the men were arrested, 
and will be court-martialled for refusing 
to obey orders. as 

The crew of the De Zeven Provincien, 
with the exception of about 16 Dutch 
officers, is entirely composed of natives. 
Their ground of complaint is that their 
pay has been cut by 17 per cent., while 
the pay of the Dutch ratings has been cut 
by only 14 per cent.

In the first, Ireland's Own, with 
Captain Ahern up, was best of the Irish 
competitors with four errors, but Limerick 
Lace (Captain O’Dwyer) failed with 12 
errors. Blarney Castle made 8 mistakes 
and Slievenamon 4). 

In the second round Blarney Castle, 
ridden by Captain Aherne, went over the 
obstacles without an error. Ireland's Own 
made 4, Slievenamon 8}, and Limerick 
Lace 8 

The German team’s success was due 
chiefly to Lieutenant Monn’s splendid 
riding on Baccarat, which completed both 
rounds without an error.

DEMONSTRATION BY 
LABOUR PARTY. 


UGE crowds’ of men’ and women 

Amarched to Hyde Park, London, yes- 
terday to take part in a national demon- 
stration against unemployment, organised 
ointly by the Trades Union Congress, the 
bai Part , the Parliamentary Labour 
Party, and the Co-operative Union. 
‘Contingents gathered in various dis- 
tricts, and first marched to the Embank- 
ment, where they joined, and with banners 
‘flying made their way to Hyde Park. 

' There eight platforms had been erected. 
Among. those advertised to speak were 
Mr. George Lansbury, leader of the 
Opposition ; Mr. A. Wilkden, president, and 
Mr Walter. Citrine, Secretary of the 
Trades Union Congress. Sir Stafford 
Cripps, K.C., M.P.; Mr. John Bromley, 
Mr. George Hicks, M.P.; Mr. C. T. 
Cramp,. Mr. Will Thorne, M.P., and 
Major C. R. Attlee, M.P. 


THE. RESOLUTION. 


A comprehensive resolution for sub- 
mission to the demonstration protested 
against wage cuts, the means test, and 
changes in the unemployment insurance 
scheme, and called for the immediate re- 
versal of the Government's economy 
policy, support for the establishment of a 
forty-hour week and a new trading agree- 
ment with Russia. ' 

The resolution also urged the demon- 
stration to organise a deputation to the 
Prime Minister. 

Hundreds of extra police ofhcers were 
drafted to the Park and to the routes vf 
the processions. The norma] duties were 
utidertaken ‘by special constables. “Many 
mounted police were also on duty. 

It was calculated that there were more 
than 20,000, marchers on the Embankment. 
In it at intervals were banners of the 
Communist Party. 

A party sent by the Permanent Amal!- 
gamated Farriers’ Protection Society was 
the most striking section of the procession, 
the riders, mounted on _ well-groomed 
horses, wearing top hats. 


NOISY. COMMUNISTS, 


The only noisy element in the proces- 
sion were the Communists, They carried 
scarlet flags with the Soviet emblem and 
posters bearing slogans condemning the 
means test. Periodically they raised cries 
of “ Down with the ruling classes’’ and 
“Up with the workers,” sang ‘‘ The Red 
Flag ” and a song of their own to the tune 
of ‘‘ John Brown’s Body.”’ 

There. was a vastly bigger crowd inside 
the park than on the occasion of the 
hunger-marchers’ demonstration last year. 

Demonstrators of the National Unem- 
ployed Workers’ Movement had their own 
procession, and, singing and cheering, 
they marched through the park. 

The police arrangements were so perfect 
that there was no trouble of any kind. 

Mr. Will Thorne said that he saw no 
signs of a dissolution of the Government 
until 1936. ‘* There may be a reshuffling 
and changes in, the Cabinet. The present 
Prime Minister may clear out. I think 
he will. My impression is that, after the 
Economic Conference—if it takes place— 
he will clear out to make room for some- 
body else, because nobody in the House cf 
Commons likes him.”

JAPAN AND THE 
LEAGUE. 


In a leading article to-day on Japan 
and the League The Times observes 
that the Committee of Nineteen have 
found themselves unable to accept the 
latest Japanese proposals for a settlement 
of the Manchuria dispute by conciliation. 
The Committee, will, therefore, proceed in 
the next place to the consideration of the 
report on the case, which a sub-committee 
has been laboriously drafting. Nothing 
remains, in fact, to be settled but the 
recommendations which it will be the duty 
of the Assembly to make. The rest of the 
report is prepared. When the  sub- 
committee's draft has been adopted by 
the Committee of Nineteen—possibly with 
amendments—and the recommendations 
have been added, the whole draft will go 
to the Assembly itself. Until the Assembly 
adopts the report the door is not finally 
closed upon conciliation. 

It has been the purpose of the British 
Government to assist in every possible 
way the endeavours of the League to find a 
for a settlement by conciliation 
under Paragraph 3 of Article 15 of the 
Covenant, and when those endeavours 
failed, to co-operate loyally with the other 
members of the Committee in drafting a 
just report and recommendations, 

The League, which is not a super-State, 
proceeds The Times, has done all that was 
possible in the circumstances. It had 
never the power, even if it thought right, 
to coerce a Japan determined to follow her 
own course. Conciliation has failed, and 
it is now for the Assembly to make its 
report on the dispute and its recommenda- 
tions for a settlement. 

What is of immediate importance, there- 
fore—for Europe rather than for the Far 
East—is that in the Assembly’s report 
the principles of the Covenant should not 
be compromised. That is a matter of 
concern to every member of the League, 
quite apart from the merits of this parti- 
cular dispute. The motive is not inter- 
ference in a remote quarrel, but simple 
self-preservation. There is no desire what- 
ever to drive Japan out of the League— 
and there ts no reason why the report 
should make the withdrawal of Japan 
inevitable. The whole point is that, if 
the machinery for the preservation cf 
peace is to be safeguarded in the 

angerously charged atmosphere of Europe, 
then the Covenant must at all hazards” be 
upheld. .

ENNIS, Sunday. 

Forbearance in the field of capital and 
labour was appealed for by President de 
Valera at Ennis to-day when he spoke of 
the tasks confronting the nation, and 
asked for co-operation from all sections. 

After declaring that employers who re- 
fused to lay off men from work, even 
though their dividends were coming down, 
were public benefactors, he went on to 
say: ‘Those who have unnecessary 
strikes, on the one hand, or lock-outs, on 
the other, are definitely not doing their 
duty. I understand the difficulties be- 
tween capital and labour, but the present. 
should be, as far as possible, a time for 
forbearance. It will take us some time 
to build, and during that period we must 
ask all to exercise forbearance. 

“lo men who are in work—even if at 
the moment they feel they should get 
higher wages—we have to point out the 
number of people who have first claim on 
us—the people who are without work.” 


THE MARCH PAST. 


Before speaking Mr. de Valera reviewed 
from the platform a march past of 
thousands of members of Fianna Fail 
cumanns from all parts of Clare, who 
marched in military formation with bands 
and banners. 

During his speech he recalled the pride 
which he felt in 1917 at the discipline 
which existed in the nation, and added: 
“T noticed that the men did not march 
to-day as they did then.” 

‘That discipline,’ he continued, “ was 
valuable to us, not merely from the mili- 
tary point of view, but from the point 
of view of making good citizens, As they 
marched past I said to myself, ‘I wonder 
how long it will be before the Minister for 
Detence gives all the young people of this 
country an opportunity of learning dis- 
cipline—the sort of discipline that we 
want—by giving us a territorial body that 
could always be available for national de- 
fence.’ I mention that in passing.” 

Referring to the result of the election, 
Mr. de Valera said that their rejoicing 
did not take the form of being please 
that their opponents were defeated; it 
was rather one of thanksgiving that when 
the people of Ireland were put to the test 
they stood up to it. From every part ol

was not to be intimidated. From the 
moment that the election was declared he 
had never any doubt. In all the years 
during which he had had contact with the 
Irish people he had ‘held that they could 
always be trusted once the true facts were 
before them. The trouble always had 
been to get the facts to them. He was 
perfectly certain that if the facts could 
have been put to the people properly in 
1922 and 1923, the disastrous division then 
would never have come about. 

Their enemies had been forced to admit, 
Mr. de Valera continued, that there were 
few elections held in any country with 
such important issues at stake in which 
there was such magnificent public order. 
For that he thanked the people and the 
Civic Guards; the task of the latter had 
been made easy. 


A SOLEMN WARNING, 


Pointing out that the principal and 
most difficult of the Government’s imme- 
diate obligations was to assist those will- 


ing to work but at present unemployed, 


he said that there were twenty thousand 
young people coming along yearly for 
whom work had to be provided, and who 
formerly were allowed to emigrate. The 
greatest benefactor to the country at 
poems was the man who provided work. 
farmers who divided their land to create 
more employment, manufacturers who 
started new businesses, farmers who took 
advantage of the Government’s wheat 
scheme, shopkeepers and housewives who 
supported Irish industry, and people who 
— their debts promptly were all 
enefactors. 

“It is for that reason,” he declared, 
‘ that in the case of any suggestion, such 
as I saw quite recently, that there is to be 
a refusal to pay just debts, such as rates 
and taxes, all the powers that the Govern- 
ment have will be employed. I give that 
warning. Very often they are out for a 
purely private, selfish end, and have no 
heed of the dangers to the community 
which their policy would mean. People 
such as they are often the first to talk 
about anarchy and chaos.”’ 

Mr. de Valera went on to include among 
the national benefactors people who 
invested in Irish enterprise and urged the 
banks to make a point of assisting such 
persons. 


EX-UNIONISTS AND THE. 
OATH, 


Remarking that he was looking now for 
a broader vnity than prevailed from 1917 
to 1921, Mr. de Valera said that he had 
been shocked when he saw people who 
had formerly been known as old Unionists 
bemoaning such a thing as the removal 
of the Oath. He had often wondered 
what was wrong with them. 

“ If they read Thomas Davis they might 
understand what was the spirit “of 
Nationalist Ireland, what Nationalist 
Ireland has a right to expect from them. 
We would like it to be possible that old 
divisions would be forgotten. We would 
like, in the words of Wolfe Tone, to 
abolish the memories of old dissensions. 
If they are Irishmen‘ who love their 
country—and a.number.of them, perhaps 
alt of them do—we have a right to expect 
that Ireland’s interests shall come first 
with them, and seeing that their policy 
of union with Britain is never likely to 
be accepted by a majority here they-should 
come along and help in our forward 
march, 


APPEAL TO YOUNG PRIESTS. 


The President went on to appeal to the 
young priests of the country to throw their 
energies into constructive wok for the 
country. He was not suggesting that they 
should go into politics—far from it, but 
they knew the needs of their people, and 
were .1 a position to know what con- 
structive work could be done. 


THE KILRUSH MEETING, 


Mr. de Valera came to Enni. last night 
from Kilrush, where he was received by a 
procession of horsemen, torch-bearers and 
bands, while an effigy of Mr. Cosgrave 
was burned on the outskirts of the crowd. 
He spoke for oniv six minutes in a deluge 
of rain, his speech being a plea for co- 
operation from Fianna  Fail’s old 
opponents, and for support for Irish in- 
dustries. 

On his arrival at Ennis, where he was 
driven in an open carriage in procession 
through the streets, he made a short 
speech of thanks in Irish.

NEW TYPE OF BRITISH 
SHIPS. 


SIR JOSEPH ISHERWOOD'S 
ECONOMIC. DESIGN, 


Orders for three ships of the new type de- 
signed by Sir Joseph Isherwood have been 
pee. One will be built by the Furness 
Shipbuilding Company, of ' Middlesbrough ; 
one by Shorts, of Sutherland, and one by 
Lithgows, Ltd., of Port Glasgow. 

“The ships will be good-sized tramp 
steamers of 7,000 tons each,” Sir Joseph 
Isherwood told a reporter yesterday. ‘‘In 
the course of this week I shall probably place 
orders for another three, though not neces- 
sarily at the same yards. The contracts for 
the first three have been signed, and work 
will commence shortly. The second three 
ships will be about the same size. It has 
been proved that the new design will show 
great economies in operation. The cubic 
capacity of the holds will be from three to 
five per cent. more than the best ships built 
since the war. 

“This may not seem much to the man in 
the street, but it means a Jot to the British 
shipowner, who is working on a very narrow 
margin these davs in face of subsidised foreign 
competition. The coal or oil consumption will 
be ten to fifteen per cent. less, which is a 
eubstantia! saving. The economies, as com- 
pared with war-built ships, which were built 
without much regard to operating costs, ate, 
of course, much greater.” | | |

Workers’ Union have warned* Mr. F. T. 
Green, of the Marlborough Mills, Belfast, 
that if he allows any. of the Great.Nerthern 
or London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
lorries to be loaded at his mill, his supplies 
of grain will be stopped at the docks. 
Other millers have received like notices. 

The Belfast millers supply large quanti- 
ties of cattle feeding stuffs to farmers in 
all parts of Northern Ireland, and, if the 
embargo is enforced, there will be a 
shortage of these feeding stuffs. 

The embargo upon shipments of linen 
from mills and factories outside Belfast 
continues at the Belfast docks, as this 
traffic is regarded as diverted from the 
railways. The transport workers, h_wever, 
agreed to allow certain linen goods which 
were “ held up”’ earlier in the week to 
be loaded for-trans-shipment, when it was 
pointed out that these goods had to be 
delivered uhder contract, and that heavy 
loss would be involyed. It was represented 
to the workers that it was unfair to ‘‘ hold 
up ” such goods without giving sufficient 
notice, and they, agreed to allow the con- 
signmehts to ‘be despatched.» It:is under-

This applies to 
several works, including the Maine Dyeing 
and Finishing Works at Cullybackey, 
County Antrim, which does a large 
business with Lancashire manufacturers. 

Mr. G. Jackson, a director of the firm, 
said: ‘‘Firms which supported the rail- 
ways consistently are being penalised, The 
directors have decided in future to convey 
all their goods to and from Belfast Ly 
road, and a number of lorries for this 
urpose are being ordered.’’ Other firms, 
fro added, were about to adopt the same 
course, His firm paid about £2,000 
er annum to the railways, and he be- 
lieved that the railways would be faced 
with the permanent loss of a considerable 
amount of revenue. 


RAILWAY SITUATION 
IMPROVING. 


The general situation on the Northern 
section of the Great Northern Railway 
showed some improvement on Saturday. A 
good passenger service, for which three 
engines were.used, was in operation, and 
several goods trains were also run. 

The Traffic Manager (Mr. J. Lockhart) 
said :—We are doing well, and hope to do 
better on Monday. 

On the London, Midland and Scottish 
(Northern Counties) Railway the skeleton 
train service was maintained according 
to arrangement, and the ‘bus services 
were also run. A number of officials re- 
main at their posts. 


INTIMIDATORY EFFORT, 


Mr. S. Lavery, Stationmaster at Bally- 
castle, County Antrim, has received the 
following telegram from a prominent 
official of the Railway Clerks’ Association, 
Dublin :— 

“ Reported you are doing strike-breaker. 
If so, you must desist at once, or accept 
consequences.”’ 

Mr. Lavery has telegraphed :— 

“In reply to your telegram of this 
date, please mind your own business, I 
am doing what I consider upright, for 
men who are being used as instruments 
for the propagation of Commanism, 
directed against the liberty of the 
people.’’ 

Mr. Lavery, who resigned his member- 
ship of the Railway Clerks’ Association, 
now is under police protection. 

The armed guard on the railway pre- 
mises has been strengthened, in order to 
prevent intimidation. 

The strike leaders are confident that 
they are making headway. Mr. W. J. R. 
Squance, Assistant General Secretary of 
the Associated Society of Locomotive 
Engineers and Firemen, on Saturday 
said :—‘‘ We have considered reports from 
the various districts, and are more than 
satisfied with the position.” “ Next 
week,” he added, “ there is every likeli- 
hood of more determined action.”
